» 3. Occupied or previously occupied prem ises 
where gas Is being substituted as principal 
space heating fuel Sn heating equipment de­ 
signed exclusively for gas fuel. 


* 4. N ew ly constructed premises, or presently or 
previously occupied premises, where gas is ta 
be substituted as principal space heating fuel 
in heating equipment which could otherwise 
continue to use a fuel other than gas, ar will be 
readily capable of conversion far use of e fuel 
other than gas. 


“ W hen anticipated gas supplies arc not sufficient to 
serve 
new heating loads applied for in one of the 
above categories, priority w ill be given in the order in 
w h ich application therefore was registered w ith the 
C om pany, provided the new equipm ent is connected 
w ith in a reasonable time after notice from the Company 
th a t it may be served.

The overw helm ing demand for gas heating is con­ 
clusive evidence that its desirability is generally recog­ 
nized. It is unfortunate that everyone desiring the same 
cannot im m ediately begin to en|oy the convenience, the 
cleanliness, the com fort, the econom y and the many 
other advantages of ga; heating where they live and 
w ork. But that time w ill come as rapidly as additional 
quantities of natural gas can be delivered to this *rca.
